motion to have Village Atty. Jack 
Siegcl draft a new ordinance reduc- 
ing parking requirements for busines- 
ses in the central business district. 


The existing parking requirement 


for downtown developments "is the 
number one problem" in the central 
business district, Village Planner Jo- 
seph Kcslcr said. 


THE ORDINANCE was adopted In 


1965 when a special business district 
was created. "In the past six years, 
we've lost three or four big projects 
because of the parking require- 
ments," Kcslcr said. 


The requirements force a developer 


to provide adequate off-street park- 
•Ing, based on the size of the devel- 
opment, or pay a fee equivalent to 
$1.600 per space. 


The money contributed so far totals 


about $100,000. It is to be put toward 
additional parking in the doxvntown 
shopping area. 


The new parking ordinance should 


encourage developers to build high- 
rise buildings, rather than one-story 
shops, Kcslcr said. 


"There should he an incentive for 


(all buildings so we spread vertically, 
not horizontally," he said. 


CURRENT ZONING LAWS limit 


downtown buildings to nine stories. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said 


Tuesday the current plan is to reduce 
the parking requirements by about 50 
per cent.

State of emergency asked 
by Cosgrave to crush IRA 


DUBLIN, Ireland (UPI) - Prime 


Minister Llam Cosgrave asked Parlia- 
ment Tuesday to declare a state of 
national emergency and give him 
sweeping new powers to crush the Ir- 
ish Republican Army "once and for 
nil." 


Cosgrave told a specially sum- 


moned session of Parliament that the 
IRA was "an armed conspiracy 
against lives and democratic govern- 
ment." 


"Let the message go out clearly 


from hero today." Cosgrave told the 
hushed, packed parliament. "The Ir- 
ish people, through their elected rep- 
resentatives, their democratic govern- 
ment and their security forces, arc 
pledged to break and rid our country 
once and for all of this conspiracy of 
hate and evil." 


F o r m e r Prime Minister Jack 


Lynch, speaking for Fianna Fail, the 


m a i n 
parliamentary 
opposition, 


pledged his support in fighting the 
IRA which he described as the 
"enemies of the Irish people." But he 
said he would oppose the declaration 
of an emergency as "unnecessary." 


"The events referred to by the gov- 


ernment do not justify the declaration 
of a state of emergency," Lynch said. 
But he promised he would support 
most of the drastic new security mea- 
sures demanded by the government. 


The measures included increasing 


the penalty for IRA membership from 
two to seven years and the imposition 
of a maximum 10-year sentence for 
Inciting others to join the IRA. 


Lynch said the opposition would 


seek to have other provisions 
amended, including the expansion of 
the army's role by giving it police 
powers of search and arrest.

London rioting blamed on 'hooligans'

nobody had been killed. The riots were the worst in London since 
1938 when the same Netting Hill area exploded in bloody riots.

Case before Catholic bishops 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - Secre- 


tary of State Henry Kissinger said 
Tuesday South Africa's white gov- 
vcrnment has denied that country's 
black majority equality and political 
rights and was "Incompatible with 
any sense of human dignity." 


Kissinger, addressing the black ori- 


ented Opportunities Industrialization 
Center convention, told a luncheon 
gathering of about 500 persons that 
"no system which leads to periodic 
upheavals and violence can possibly 
be just or acceptable — nor can it 
last." 


As Kissinger spoke, about a dozen 


pickets paraded outside the Civic Cen- 
ter with signs proclaiming "Indepen- 
dence for South Africa" and "remem-' 
ber the Soweto Massacre," a refer- 
ence to the violence that has occurred 
in student demonstrations there. 


"South Africa's internal structure is 


Incompatible with any sense of human 
dignity," Kissinger said. 


"We are deeply saddened by the re- 


cent and continuing pressures in black 
townships, universities and schools 
throughout South Africa." He said 
they "are a dramatic evidence of the 
frustrations of black Africans toward 
the system which denies them a stat- 
us, equality, and political rights." 


The apartheid South Africa is ruled 


by w h i t e s and inhabited over- 
whelmingly by blacks. 


Kissinger, in an apparent attempt 


not to estrange South Africa because 
of that government's "constructive 
help" in attempts to solve problems in 
Narabia and Rhodesia, said the world 
and most black African leaders recog- 
nize the rights of whites to live peace- 
fully in South Africa. 


"Its white settlers have lived on Af- 


rican soli for centuries. No one, in- 
cluding the responsible leaders of 
black Africa, challenges their rights to 
remain there," he said. 


Kissinger is to meet this Saturday 


in Zurich, Switzerland with South Af- 
rican Premier John Vorster in a sec- 
ond round of talks to discuss the un- 
rest. 


The Rev. Leon H. Sullivan, founder 


of the Opportunities Industrialization 
Centers and its board chairman, told 
the luncheon he met with Kissinger 
last July 9 and "we discussed Africa 
generally, and South Africa in par- 
ticular." 


At the United Nations, meantime. 


Black African nations called on the 
Security Council to impose sanctions 
against South Africa to force it to give 
up South West Africa (Nambia). 


Henri Rasolondraibc, charge of 


Madagascar, told the Council an Aug. 
18 resolution by a constitutional con- 
ference in Windhoek, South West Af- 
rica, did not meet U.N. conditions for 
the independence of the territory. 


The U.N. deadline for a South Afri- 


can commitment to those conditions 
expired Tuesday. 


As a result, Rasoiondraibe said the 


Council should declare that South Af- 
rica is waging a "war of aggression" 
against South West Africa and impose 
economic and other sanctions against 
the white regime under Chapter 7 of 
the U.N. Charter. 


"These measures, he added, could 


"go as far as exclusion" from the 
United Nations. 


The Pretoria government was expel- 


led from General Assembly sessions 
in 1973 and 1974 but participates in a 
number of other U.N. activities. 


Carter's abortion position nixed 


WASHINGTON-(UPI) - Jimmy 


Carter failed Tuesday to persuade Ro- 
man Catholic bishops that his attitude 
toward abortion Is acceptable to the. 
church, leaving them "disappointed" 
end determined to make the matter a 
campaign issue. 


Taking his case to the Catholic lead- 


ership much as John F. Kennedy took 
his to Protestant ministers in 1960 — 
but with no such dramatic results — 
Carter, a southern Baptist, held a one,, 
hour meeting on the abortion Issue 
with executives of the National Con- 
ference of Catholic Bishops and the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. 


The atmosphere was described as 


cool, correct and "courteous." Carter 
left without talking to reporters. The 
bishops sold they rejected his position 
on abortion and will now seek a meet- 
ing with President Ford, whose views 
presumably would accord more close- 
ly with their own. 


"Mr. Carter's personal opposition 


(to abortion) is not enough," said 
Archbishop Joseph Bernardln of Cin- 
cinnati, president of the national bish- 
op's conference. 


"We continue to be disappointed 


and repeat our call for a con- 
stitutional amendment banning abor- 
tion," he said. 


"We will very carefully and very 


forcefully continue to address the is- 
sue of abortion." 


Carter's press secretary, Jody Pow- 


ell, said Carter considered the ex- 
change "very worthwhile" and that 
the Catholic churchmen "understand 
his point of view better." 


He said the two sides have agreed 


to exchange information again. 


The friction between Carter and the 


Roman Catholic hierarchy stems from 
the Democratic campaign platform, 
which lakes note of widespread per- 
sonal opposition to legalized abortion 
but puts the party on record as oppos- 
ing a constitutional amendment bar- 
ring abortion. 


Carter, who has conceded he may 


have a problem winning the Catholic 
vote, has said he personally opposes 
abortion and disapproves of any party 
attempt to discourage Americans 


from seeking a constitutional amend- 
ment against it. 


But he would not press for such an 


amendment himself as president. The 
Republican platform favors an anti- 
abortion amendment outright. 


Ford park message to Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Ford sent to Congress Tuesday his 
$1.5 billion proposal to upgrade and 
double the size of the nation's park 
and recreation areas, telling Interior 
Secretary Thomas Kleppe, 
"Make 


them all as good as Yellowstone." 


Signing his message to Congress, 


Ford called his 10-year program "one 
of the soundest investments in the fu- 
ture of America. 


Congressional officials, however, 


say there is little chance for the mea- 
sure to pass since it was proposed so 
late in the legislative session. 


Ford's proposed Bicentennial Land 


Heritage Act to double the size of the 
nation's park and recreation area de- 
pends heavily on millions of acres in 
Alaska which the government already 
owns by virtue of a 1971 agreement 
called the Alaska Native Claims Act. 


Ford also proposes to use for land 


acquisition $141 million which Presi- 
dent Nixon Impounded from the feder- 
al Land and Water Conservation Fund 
in past years.

The city then could improve the area 
by demolition of existing structures and updating of utilities and 
•ell tho property to n developer. The city would recoup Us in- 
vestment through increased property tax payments on the impro- 
ved property.

ipal procedures and through competitive bidding. 


• Limitation of bonding to capital items, rather than day-to-day 


operations costs. 


• Prohibition against conflicts of interest on tho part of public 


officials Involved.

10, 107S, setting off an Intensive manhunt throughout Southern 
Illinois. Manklns was captured in Salem Oct. 12 by Salem police. 
Phlllon and Rocha wero recaptured Oct. 13 by Marlon Coun- 
ty sheriff's officers and FBI agents. Gargano was arrested in 
Bloomflold, Ind., on Oct. 14 by sheriffs officers. Hunter was re- 
captured Oct. 30, during a robbery in Winnipeg, Manitoba.

High court bans 
honesty articles 
from fall ballot

The Illinois Supreme Court Tuesday 


killed the Coalition for Political Hon- 
esty's effort lo place three con- 
stitutional amendments on the ballot 
in November. 


The high court, without announcing 


a vote or issuing a formal opinion, up- 
held a ruling by Cook County Circuit 
Court Judge Nathan Cohen that the 
threo proposed amendments were too 
v a g u e , unconstitutional and dis- 
criminatory against legislators. 


"Our hopes were dashed today," 


said Patrick Quinn, one of the coali- 
tion leaders. He said there might be a 
chance for appeal through the federal 
courts, but the chances to get the 
amendments on tho November ballot 
seemed unlikely. 


THE AMENDMENT would have 


prohibited lawmakers from collecting 
pay in advance, outlawed double dip- 
ping and strenghtened the state con- 
flict of interest laws. 


"The decision effectively prohibits 


initiative efforts and closes the door 
on grassroots politics in this state," 
Quinn added. 


Ono of the leading opponents to the 


amendment, Samuel 
Wltwer Sr., 


viewed the court decision as further 
protection "for the cause of good gov- 
ernment in Illinois." 


Witwer, the president of the 1970 Il- 


linois Constitutional Convention, had 
sued to keep the proposed amend- 


ments off the ballot. 


"The coalition efforts were a help to 


eliminate that miserable prepayment 
clause," he ndded. The legislature 
had voted to end the practice of allow- 
ing lawmakers to take their salaries 
two' years in advance but did not 
move to make monthly payment man- 
datory until the coalition effort was 
started. . 


THE COALITION had 
collected 


more than 630,000 signatures to get 
the amendments on the ballot. Quinn 
noted that tho failure of the coalition's 
efforts might fuel a drive to change 
the law regarding initiative efforts in 
Illinois. Current Illinois law allows 
citizen initiatives only on matters re- 
garding the legislature. Some states, 
including California and Oregon, per- 
mit initiative votes on a wide range of 
issues. 


Quinn admitted that the desire to 


start such a drive might be dampened 
by the Supreme Court ruling. 


"We shook up the politicians and I 


don't think they will be able to ignore 
the people so much in the future," he 
added. 


Witwer said he believes . other 


a m e n d m t n t efforts "if properly 
drafted" and done in accordance with 
the constitution would be proper. 


Last week the State Board of Elec- 


tions ruled that the 
amendments 


would not be included on the Novem- 
ber ballot.

Suburban crime 
to rise for four 
years: officials 


by TOM G1NNETTI 


Suburban crime, particularly thefts 


and assaults, will continue to rise for 
tip to four more years, according to 
area crime prevention experts. 


But the number of persons vlcti- 


mi/ed by crime will likely remain 
substantially lower than in Chicago, 
the experts say. 


Figures for the first four months of 


I'tTil compiled by the Chicago Crime 
Commission show a DO per cent in- 
create In the rate of thefts compared 
to 1973, Stephen Schiller. commlssnn 
executive director, said Tuesday. Ve- 
hicle thefts ro«c 73 per cent while as- 
saults rose .10 prr cent and burglaries 
ro>e lit per cent, he said. 


He cited the figures as evidence of 


crime patterns which Indicate a trend 
of suburban crime increasing at a fas- 
ter rate than that of the cities. 


"I DON'T KNOW if It will increase 


at an even faster rate by the end of 
the >car, but if the rate continues as it 
Is. It's pretty bad." Schiller said. "But 
the suburbs arc still in heck of a bet- 
tor shape than Chicago. The rate of 
vicllmtenlion in the suburb* is still 
much lower than In the city. 


"Bi,t the fact of the matter Is with 


theft offenses. vou will sec an In- 
crease for the next several \cars. and 
by that I mean the next two, three or 
four years," Schiller said. 


Figures released last week by the 


F e (I e r a I Bureau of Investigation 
showed a 10 per cent over-all increase 
in the nationwide Miburb.ui crime rate 
in 1975 compared to a 7 per cent rise in 
the rate for cities of more than 
2.W.OOO. 


AUI:A POLICE ciur.rs say the 


crime Increase will stabilize, a theory 
with which Schiller agrees. But he 
added, "the metro area Is the metro 
area and the impact of a criminal 
population on the suburbs has been 
overdue."

tlic Illinois Law Enforcement Com- 
mission, said Tuesday the suburban 
crime rise Is related to "u number of 
factors." 


"It's partly population shift, partly 


better highways and better mobility," 
he said. "The increase is going to be 
there." 


Song and coin mission chairman 


Gene Eldcnborg said juvenile crime is 
the single most Important factor con- 
tributing to the subtuban crime pat- 
tern. 


"It is the major cause," Eidcnberg 


said. 


"Till: HIGHEST GltUUI' ib the old- 


er juvenile or the young adult," Seng 
said. "That's where I he action seems 
to be." 


Greater tolerance of diverse li- 


festyles also has affected crime, Schil- 
ler said. He said those who formerly 
were considered "strangers" in Urn 
suburbs, such as blacks or minorities, 
now move more freely outside the 
city. 


"While socially that can be a good 


tiling, it does contribute to a person's, 
ability to move around the county 
anonymously," Schiller said. 


Seng said trends show that as'a 


community grows, its ctime rate 
starts out low. climbs and peaks and 
finally stabilizes. 


"That doesn't mean that we're go- 


ing to sit back and wait for it to stabi- 
li/e," he added. "We have to keep 
doing things to try to prevent it. We 
have to improve policing, court pro- 
cessing and programs. jJut it (ciime) 
is going to be there." 


SCIIII.LEIt SAID figures 
which 


show a 50 per cent increase in rape 
and a 33 per cent Increase in homi- 
cide in the suburbs In the first quar- 
ter of 1970 are deceptive because the 
number of total incidents of these 
crimes remains low. 


But he added that assaults are 


"relathely high in frequency, and the 
increase there does alarm." 


Effective crime prevention in the 


suburbs will rcquuc organised coo- 
pe.-atlon among suburban and area 
law enforcement agencies, Schiller 
said. 


"I think one of the primary things 


would Ix; to establish a countywidc 
pattern of crime analysis," ho said. 
Such a network could aid law enforce- 
ment agencies to identify patterns of 
criminals working in the city and sub- 
urbs and enhance the likelihood of an- 
ticipating crimes and apprehending 
offenders, he said. 


"I don't think we have to spend 


more money on police departments," 
he said. "I think we're going to need 
a formali/cd means for departments 
collaborating."

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Thompson urges more coal use, nuclear plants

Republican gubernatorial candidate 


James R. Thompson Tuesday re- 
leased a comprehensive environmen- 
tal position paper calling for In- 
creased use of Illinois coal and rut- 
ting government red tape concerning 
the construction of nuclear poucr 
plants. 


Thompson also unveiled the outline 


of a plan to obtain additional public 
land through a system at installment 
payments and tax credits. 


The position paper, the ninth re- 


leased by the former U.S. Attorney, 
also called for taking the authority for 
regulating landfills away from the Illi- 
nois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy and giving it to local or regional 
authorities. 


TUOMI'SON SAID the position pa- 


per attempts to strike a balance be- 
tween economic and environmental 
concerns. He did not call for a wea- 
kening of any of the state's environ- 


mental or conservation laws. How- 
ever, Thompson repeatedly suggested 
the need for flexible regulations and 
fair enforcement procedures. 


Thompson also called for increased 


state assistance to local communities 
on the preparation of grant appli- 
cations for federal environmental 
funds. 


The 31-page report also suggests 


that the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion adopt utility rate schedules that 


would be "designed to promote ener- 
gy conservation." 


He explained that his land acquisi- 


tion plan is designed to take Illinois 
"from 46th in the nation to some- 
where near the top" in terms of land 
set aside for conservation purposes. 
He could not offer an estimate on the 
cost of the program or how much land 
he believes the state should acquire. 


Thompson stopped short of calling 


state EPA regulations unreasonable, 


but he did say he has received reports 
that state environmental officials do 
not care whu( affect regulations would 
have on job loss. 


"I CAN SAY one thing. If I were to 


be elected governor of this state, the 
EPA and other state agencies would 
care about job loss," Thompson 
added. 


He said his proposal for reducing 


the bureaucratic red tape on the li- 
censing of nuclear power plants would 
not reduce safeguards. 


Suburban Republicans skeptical 
Practicality of Lincoln Coun ty bid doubted

Suburban Republican members of 


the Cook County Board Tuesday said 
they doubt the practicality of an at- 
tempt to get on the Nov. 2 ballot a 
proposal for creating Lincoln County 
out of Cook County suburbs. 


State Sen. David Rcgncr, It-Mount 


Prospect, and Palatine Village Prcs. 
Wendell Jones Monday announced 
they arc starting a petition drive to 
get the proposal for the now county on 
the ballot. The now county, to be 
culled Lincoln County, would include 
all 30 suburban townships, leaving the 
city of Chicago with it own county 
government. 


Rcgner and Jones have said they 


will try to get more than 500,000 sig- 
natures on petitions calling the seces- 
sion referendum by Oct. 2. 


AT THE SAME time Republicans 


were saying they were skeptical of 
the proposal. Michael Smith of Elk 
Grave Village, Regner's Democratic 
opponent in the November election 
charged the senator with making a 
"sensational proposal to get press." 


County Board member Carl Hanscn 


of Mount Prospect said Tuesday he is 
"interested" In the proposal, but had 
not been informed of it in advance. 


Hanscn said cvenif the measure 


were put on the ballot, It would hove 
to pass by a majority vote in the en- 


Young asks aid from Ford 
for 10th District campaign 


Republican congressional candidate 


Samuel II. Young of Glcnvlow has 
Rl\cn President Gerald R. Ford a per- 
sonal invitation to campaign in the 
10th Congressional District before the 
November election.

He said Chicago 
connected itself to the airport by an- 
nexing a strip of land down the Ken- 
nedy Expressway "and if they can do 
that, we can create a strip of land 
around the airport" to connect the 
north and south suburbs. 


Hanscn said, "I think if a proposal 


like this was shown to be feasible, 
there would be a lot of support In sub- 
urban Cook County, but I'd have to 
know more before I get my ex- 
pectations too high." 


Republican Cornr. Mary McDonald 


said she has considered the possibility 
of having the suburbs secede from 
Cook County as a "last desperate 
move" if the Democrats on tho county 
board continue to Ignore the suburbs.

Atomic plant exceeded gas limits

Government records show Com- 


monwealth Edison Company's Zlon 
nuclear station surpassed regulatory 
limits for radioactive gas release 
twice during 1073, said Catherine 
Quigg. president of the Palatine-based 
Pollution and Environmental Prob- 
lems Inc. 


The June 6 and Aug. 29, 1073 in- 


cidents did not cause an increase in 
radiation levels outside the nearby 
plant, said Jerry Stonbroughi an Edi- 
son spokesman. 


"On Aug. 20, the Zion nuclear sta- 


tion released nearly twice as much 
radioactive gas as the 60,000 micro- 
curies per second allowed by the U.S. 
N u c l e a r Regulatory Commission 
(NRC) in Its licensing specifications," 
Mrs. Quigg sold. 


She said a commission's 
report 


showed tho station exceeded the limit 
for six minutes, venting as much as 
103,600 microcodes of radioactive gas 
per second. On June 6, 1075, the Zlon 
plant exceeded the limit by 15 per 
cent. A mlcrocurle Is a millionth of a 
curie, a measurement of radio- 
activity. 


Mrs. Quigg also cited commission 


records Indicating tho Zion nuclear 
station released 4,100 curies of radio- 
active gas and 40 curies of liquid ef- 
fluent — principally tritium — during 


the first six months of 1073.

GRASSY NESTING cover for wild- 


life Is more abundant in Illinois 
thanks to a cooperative program of 
the state departments of conservation 
and transportation. Transportation of- 
ficials agreed to mow only to the ditch 
line on rural two-lane highways, leav- 
ing the backslope of the roadside 
areas undisturbed. 


Wildlife biologists believe the pro- 


gram could result in more than 8,500 
new pheasant nests alone, or more 
than 100,000 birds. 


"The benefit of the program has 


been twofold," said Tony Dean, con- 
servation department director. "The 
department of transportation saves 
gasoline, equipment costs and man- 
hours, and nesting sites are provided 
for most types of ground nesting wild- 
life."

THE MALI) EAGLE, the U.S. na- 


tional symbol, has been proposed for 
listing as endangered In 43 states and 
threatened In five others," said Keith 
Schreincr of the U.S. Interior Depart- 
ment's Fish and Wildlife Service.

drive. "I think Sen. Regner owes the 
courtesy of talking to his fellow Re- 
publicans before he comes out with 
something like this," Tyrrell said. 


County Board Pres. George W. 


Dunne, a member of the Democratic 
majority on the county board, said, 
"As far as I'm concerned I'm for any- 
thing the people want," but added 
that Lincoln County "would start out 


with a substantial indebtedness" be- 
cause they would need to pay off 
existing Cook County debts and pur- 
chase Cook County's forest preserve 
land. 
. DUNNE SAID. "I think what they 
should do is get Cook County to se- 
cede from the state and then they 
could form counties all over the place 
if they wanted." 


Smith said the proposal "is nothing 


more than a P.R. gimmick. There is 
no way Regner can get his petition on 
the ballot." 


*Smith said that to be put on the bal- 


lot, the secession petition would have 
to have been filed 78 days before the 
election, not 30 days as Regner has 
said. 


Smith said even if the proposal 


could get on the ballot it would be 
"impractical 
and expensive. We'd 


have to have a lax increase to pay for 
the necessary buildings for the new 
county." 


"Illinois has a commitment to nu- 


clear power. It still has a future, but 
we ought to codify the permit process 
to help cut down on the lead time 
needed to build the plants," he said. 


He noted that strip mining probably 


represents the best way to increase 
the use of Illinois coal. 


"It is imperative that regulations be 


flexible enough to permit fruitful de- 
velopment of the coal industry and 
yet tough enough to ensure productive 
land will not be mined unless it can 
be reclaimed to full productive capac- 
ity," he said. 


THOMPSON PROPOSED that addi- 


tional personnel be assigned to the 
Bureau of Mines to ensure that a land 
reclamation program is carried on. 


He said that many of his environ- 


mental proposals should help the state 
economic situation. 


"Our ultimate environmental policy 


should envision a physically healthy 
and socially enjoyable environment 
that promotes rather than prevents 
sound economic growth," Thompson 
added.

Education 'only' session needed 


Several Illinois political lead- 


ers arc clamoring for Gov. Dan- 
iel Walker to call a special ses- 
sion of the Illinois General As- 
sembly to deal with education 
funding issues. 


Walker and other 
leaders 


would be well advised to proceed 
with caution in this area. Before 
Walker moves to call such a ses- 
sion, there ought to be an agree- 
ment between the leadership of 
the General Assembly from both 
parties on exactly what will hap- 
pen. 


Without such an agreement, 


the act of turning the lawmakers 
loose with a general election in 
sight might result in a night- 
mare. 


The legislature should return 


to Springfield before the election 
with only one purpose in mind — 
to approve the accelerated tax 
collection program. 


That move will give the state 


another $95 million during the 
present fiscal year, allow a num- 
ber of changes to the school aid 
formula to become law and clar- 


ify the state education funding 
situation in general. 


Some lawmakers will argue 


that there are many other mat- 
ters which deserve immediate 
attention, but to open a special 
session to other issues or to call 
separate special sessions for 
other 
matters 
to 
run con- 


currently with the education ses- 
sion would be a mistake. 


Even-the best intentioned law- 


makers would be tempted to 
push for projects that could be a 
benefit to both the community 


and themselves. Such a situation 
could make the normal chaos of 
a campaign season unbearable. 


The people of the state would 


be ill-served at this time if their 
e l e c t e d representatives were 
given another chance to dump 
an unlimited number of bills into 
the hopper just t\vo months be- 
fore the election. 


A special session for education 


is in the best interest of the state 
but other matters should be left 
alone until after the election.

During the great depression of the 


1930s, active political opinion in most 
rich countries moved several degrees 
to the left. This did not mean that 
many (or Indeed any) great nations 
voluntarily voted into office any very 
left-wing governments in the next 40 
years. But it did mean that it became 
easier to lead almost every individual 
political party from its own left of 
center. 


The 40 years during which the ac- 


tive pressure was thus from the left 
created many muddles: a tendency in 
domestic affairs to try to resolve ev- 
ery problem by throwing money at it, 
a vague pacifism in international af- 
fairs so that the peace pledge union 


great advances, going forward by the 
right. 


This year's presidential election for 


the leadership of the free world will 
be between Gerald Ford, whose gut 
feelings are well to the right of cen- 
ter, and Jimmy Carter who has deftly 
taken a political stance on both sides 
of him. 


The past year's, political oddity — 


the electoral popularity of advocating 
cuts in government spending during a 
period of high unemployment — has 
had two often contradictory electoral 
effects. First, it has temporarily in- 
creased swings against the govern- 
ment of the day, whether It be right, 
left or center. Second It has made it 


and its successors hampered prompt v seem better while in opposition — and 
resistance to Nazi and, later, Soviet 
domination of too much of the world. 


Those 40 years of forward march by 


the left also brought some great hu- 
man and technical advances, which 
arc In danger of being too much dis- 
paraged now: a Keynesianism that 
has helped to multiply real gross 
.world product five times over since 
the 1930s In history's greatest econom- 
ic expansion, the building of decent 
and compassionate welfare states, the 
end of colonialism. 
. During the small world recession of 
the 1970s, it now seems probable that 
active political opinion in most rich 
countries has moved some degrees to 
the right. 


This does not mean that any-great 


nation is likely voluntarily to elect 
any very right wing government dur- 
ing the next .40 years. But it does 
mean, first, that it has suddenly be- 
come easier to lead almost every po- 
litical party from its own right of cen- 
ter. 


It means, second, that there are 


some dangers of muddles in the new 
mood of ditching the left: don't 
please, throw the economic growth, or 
compassionate welfare states, or even 
all the dotty idealism away. 


It should mean, third, that there is 


now an opportunity to build some 


slightly less bad while in power — to 
have more conservatives leaders both 
of conservative and social democrat 
parties. 


How worried should liberals be 


about this trend for everybody to go 
right? 
' Many liberals are worried about the 
collapse of the more left-win? leaders 
of right-wing parties: the Heaths and 
the liberal Republicans are not the 
masters now. Probably, those worries 
are misplaced. The rightward surge 
among world conservative parties is 
unlikely to hove major adverse effects 
on the performance of conservative 
governments because the' surge has 
more gut feeling than settled dogma 
about it. In office, most of these new 
conservative governments should be 
sensibly pragmatic, as indeed Presi- 
dent Ford's has been. 


The biggest danger from the pre- 


sent anti-Establishment swing — the 
present urge to turn out any existing 
government in favor of the mosl 
right-wing available version of the op- 
position (even if it's a Communist 
one) — probably lies in countries 
'which have had right-wing govern- 
ments for a long time, often with suc- 
cessful economic records, and where 
there is now not an alternative gov- 
ernment'in being that could work. 


This is the danger of the new pat- 


tern of prejudice. The opportunities 
are greater, especially for those right- 
wingers who are supposed to head 
left-leaning governments. The most 
important of these should be Germa- 
ny's Helmut Schmidt and the Presi- 
dent Carter who is likely to be in the 
White House next year. 


Here are some guidelines for the 


new conservatives. The public's real 
and righteous gut revolt is against the 
multiplication of the 
bureaucracy 


without any equivalent increase in its 
productivity. Set'a target that the 
government's share in total employ- 
ment shall decrease annually, and re- 
turn every possible issue to market 
decision away from bureaucratic in- 
tervention. 


More than 30 years ago the econo- 


mist Colin Clark forecast that in- 
flation would be inevitable in any 
country where the government took 
more than 25 per cent of GNP, and he 
has proved right. 


Cuts in government expenditures 


are phony when they are mere defer- 
m e n t s of necessary capital ex- 
penditure or of welfare state rises, so 
concentrate on "recompetitioning" 
and reprivntization all through the 
public sector. Assess the costs and in- 
tended output of every individual and 
group in the public service, and invite 
bids on performance contracts by 
competitors who say they could pro- 
duce more at lower cost. 


It is important that the coming cuts 


in government expenditure should be 
matched by large tax cuts, because 
high taxes are an independent source 
of high inflation now. 


In industrial policy, trustbust both 


industrial and trade union monopolies, 
instead of pampering both by cnrpo- 
rate-state policies and industrial 
reorganization 
corporations 
(before 


slapping on distorting wage and price 
controls). 
' In relations with foreign countries, 
the new conservatives ought to worry 
less about annoying what should be 
those countries' decreasingly Impor- 


tant governments, and start to worry 
more about those countries' ordinary 
people. 


In trying to enrich the poor two 


thirds of the world's population, which 
will become increasingly important, 
the emphasis should be much more on 
performance contracts to produce ef- 
ficiently the supplies or 
systems 


needed to meet minimum subsistence 
needs (food, shelter, full employment 


. at village level) instead of salving 


consciences by government-to-govern- 
ment aid (which tends at best to fi- 
nance investments the market would 
'finance more logically, and at worst 
to increase the power of governments 
in countries where that power needs 
to be decreased. 


In dealings with other great and nu- 


clear powers, remember that the Rus- 
sian government is not going to blow 
up the world out of pique because the 
new conservatives put more emphasis 
on individual freedom, Including that 
of later Solzhenitsyns. 


It is possible that the wing to the 


new right is a temporary aberration, 
as 
the 
attachment 
of some of 


the young to the new left in the 1960s 
plainly was. If it isn't, it could be 
very important. The records of most 
of the postwar years — records of 
, constant rises in GNP and govern- 


ment expenditure, and of constant 
nibbling at personal liberty — suggest 
that it has mattered little whether in- 
dividual countries voted for tweedle- 
tory or tweedle-trendy. 


But it-has mattered a great deal 


that Tory prime ministers in office 
have felt that they must try to appeal 
to the left of their own centers, and 
that most lefter-wing politicians have 
felt in opposition that they have the 
best chance of becoming party leader 
If they look to the left of their centers 
too. 


The message of Kansas«City is that, 


both in and out of government, that 
. pendulum may be swinging. And the 
definition of the politically attractive 
may be swinging too.

A trip to Alaska changed Eliza- 


beth Post's mind abotlt the 
propriety of accepting doggy bags 
In restaurants when faced with a 
meal too large to cat. 


"We were served the most 


e n o r m o u s portions seen any 
place," said Mrs. Post, grand- 
daughter-in-law of etiquette au- 
thority Emily Post. "Even the 
men In our party couldn't begin to 
finish them. The waiter asked if 
wo wanted to take the (leftover) 
steak with us for a picnic tomor- 
row." 


The answer was a unanimous 


"yes." 


In an Interview, Mrs. Post 


talked about changing manners 
and mores In the 1970s. 


She deplored the service of 


large portions 'in restaurants. 
"It's just terrible when they bring 
huge portions uninvited. Men can 
cat thorn, but women can't." 


WHILE SHE NOW approves of 


carrying awny leftovers from din- 
ner In some restaurants, especial- 
ly considering the high cost of 
food, "You shouldn't take gooey 
things," she said, "but it's only 
sensible to take steak or a chicken 
leg or an untouched chop or half a 
loaf of bread. Not at a really fan- 
cy restaurant, of course. But n 
really good restaurant is not apt 
to serve too much." 


At the same time, Mrs. Post 


disapproves of ordering one por- 


tion for two persons In most res- 
taurants. 


"It isn't fair to the restaurant. 


You arc paying for one meal, but 
using two places." 


Since 1944 Mrs. Post has carried 


on her grandmotlier-in-law's tradi- 
tion of writing about etiquette. 
She has a syndicated column and 
has updated "Emily Post's Eti- 
quette," a book first published in 
1022. The latest edition was pub- 
lished last year (Funk and Wag- 
nail's $11.95). It reflects the prc- 
.scnt Mrs. Post's new attitude 
about doggy bags and other 
c h a n g i n g social customs, In- 
cluding showers and birth an- 
nouncements for unwed mothers. 
But some things never change, 
she said. 


"TABLE MANNERS exist for a 


very good reason. They were de- 
vised to make eating more attrac- 
tive. Chewing with your mouth 
open is not, for instance. 


"Weddings are 
largely 
un- 


changed. The majority of girls 
still wear white, still have brides- 
maids and ushers, still exchange 
vows and promises, still have re- 
ceptions with toasts to the bride 
and bridegroom and still have 
flowers." 


She said many readers ask how 


to handle introductions of their 
daughter's housemate of the oppo- 
site sex. 


"I would say, 'This is my 


daughter's friend, John.' I don't 
think it is necessary to say more. 


"I have had lots of Interesting 


conversations about this. One 


. friend in Vermont (where Mrs. 


Post and her husband, William, 
live) introduces her daughter's 
friend as 'my son-out-law.' I also 
know people who say co-habitant 
or co-vivant." 


SHE ALSO GETS questions 


from people like the couple who 
took their infant daughter along 
when a neighbor asked them to 
drop in for cocktails and supper, 
but didn't say It was going to be a 
party. They were appalled to dis- 
cover that a dozen or more guests 
were expected. The wife said they 
felt so out of place they apolo- 
gized and went home. 


People also ask what to do 


about bringing an uninvited guest. 


"It is almost always possible to 


ask if you can bring someone," 
Mrs. Post said. "It is perfectly 
possible for a hostess to say, 
'no'." 


But she also should say why, 


Mrs. Post said, and add, "I'm ter- 
ribly sorry, I'll get you another 
time." 


Also ticklish is the question of 


manners when the phone rings 
while a visitor is present. You an- 
swer, said Mrs. Post, but let the 
caller know you have a visitor 
and will call back later if a long 
conversation is expected. 


"It's so rude not to (postpone 


the call). You have a captive au- 
dience who doesn't want to listen, 
but who cannot help doing so."

Nader researcher raps delay in estrogen warning 


The Food and Drug Administration 


is considering a move that could ric- 
Iny until the middle of next year a 
planned cancer warning for women 
using estrogen pills; Ralph Nader's 
health researchers said this week. 


The pills arc widely prescribed for 


tho treatment of menopause symp- 
toms, but outside advisers hired by 
tho FDA to study their safety recom- 
mended late last year that patients 
and doctors alike bo warned that 
women using the pills run an In- 
creased risk of cancer of tho uterus. 


' 
Dr. Sidney Wolfe, director of tho 


Health Research Group, said ho had 


obtained a proposed Federal Register 
notice In which tlio agency would al- 
low another 60 days for public com- 
ment on the warning plan and then a 
second period of 120 days before the 
manufacturers of tho drugs would 
have to provide written warning no- 
tices for doctors to give to their 
patients. 


"IF WHAT IS discussed in these 


Federal Register notices goes off, it 
may well bo tho middle of 1977 before 
those labels reach tho public," Wolfe 
said In an interview. He added that no 
new Information on the subject has 
been developed since January when 


tho FDA had all the information it 
needed to act. 


"It's really just absolutely out-1 


rageous," Wolfe said, "In tho face of 
overwhelming evidence that it causes 
cancer." 


FDA officials said no final decision 


had been made on whether the agency 
would propose the delay. 


The largest selling estrogen pill is 


Premarin, made by Ayerst Labora- 
tories. Annual sales 'of the pills 
.amount to about $80 million, with an 
estimated 5 million to 6 million, wom- 
en taking them regularly. 


Wolfe sold there is evidence that the 


pills are abused with some women 
taking them for 10 years or more even 
though they are supposed to be used 
only for a brief period during the 
"change of life." 


"THE BULK OF women are taking 


them for the wrong reasons," he 
added. 


The advisory committee told the 


FDA the warnings should be suf- 
ficiently strong to cause doctors to 
prescribe them only for conditions 
where their use is known to be neces- 
sary and effective.

Community property 
has its drawbacks 


Q. I know that Illinois is not a "community property" state, but 


it seems to me that it's an ideal way for husband and wife to hold 
property. What do you think? 


A. Nothing in life is perfect. Community property is no ex- 


ception. Each system has its advantages and disadvantages. Com- 
munity property is another form of joint ownership. It's been 
adopted and is operating in eight states: Arizona, California, 
Idaho, New Mexico, Nevada, Louisiana, Texas and Washington. 


In some states community property was part of its legal system 


from the beginning. In others, it was introduced at a relatively 
early date. 


It is interesting to note that even though other states also 


adopted community property, they later repealed it. One of them, 
Pennsylvania, had to repeal its law because the courts held that 
the C.P. laws of that state were unconstitutional. 


• Community property is a 50-50 arrangement whereby each 


spouse receives half of everything. But not under all circum- 
stances. Property that belonged to the husband or wife separately 
before marriage, or whatever each acquired by gift or inheritance 
during the marriage does not become part of the "marital commu- 
nity." 


Generally, the husband is considered the manager of the com- 


munity property and as such may sell or mortgage it. However, 
C.P. laws vary widely from state to state. 


In most states, when either dies, the C.P. property Is divided 


equally. In others, the proportion for each spouse depends upon 
what caused the divorce, so obviously, it isn't always split down 
the middle. 


And in several states, the part of the property earned by the 


wife may be managed by her even though it's still a part of the 
marital community. 


SOME WOMEN fighting for equal rights suggest lobbying for 


new laws that would create a modified form of a community 
property system for every state. But they urge "lawsuits based on 
the Equal Protection clause to obtain co-equal management and 
control rights over their community property" in those that now 
have it. 


They say that the present C.P. laws giving the husband the right 


to decide to sell the house that belongs to both husband and wife, 
and giving him management and control of that property are 
equivalent to giving him ownership rights. 


These women also point out that a wife should have the right, 


even if she's living with her husband, to sue for her ownership 
half; otherwise "community property" equality has no meaning.

Reader 'hooked' 
on tranquilizer 


I am an arrwtcd alcoholic. I'm 60 years old. When I used to 


drink sometimes I uoiild have to bo hospitalized and my doctor 
would put me on Vallum for the withdrawal symptoms. I know 
(thank God) that I'll never drink anymore as I've been through so 
many trials In the last two years. My brother died with cancer, 
my husband had two light strokes and already had a colostomy for 
cancer and my mothcr-ln-lnw died. I didn't drink, but I did take 
Vallum and now I am addicted to It. 


I mod In quit taking Vallum anytime I wanted to, but can't seem 


to cope with It now. I'm working on it, taking only one a day, but 
my nerves and my stomach arc so weak I can hardly make it. I'm 
planning to cut them to one-half a day soon. 


I talked to my family doctor about it and he said, "Well, quit 


taking them." It Is easier said than done, so he gave mo a pre- 
scription for Llbrium and said, "Try these." They don't seem to 
have any effect on me. With the grace of God, which I pray for 
each day, do you think I can recover at my age? 


Vallum Is commonly used in treating patients with alcohol prob- 


lems during the withdrawal phase to control symptoms. Other- 
wise, it is not a useful drug In treating alcoholism. 


Vallum is not addictive. It can cause habitation, but the differ- 


ence Is that you can quit without having severe chemical reactions 
In the body typical of true addiction. That doesn't mean it Is easy 
to quit and you will need all the support you can get. I am sure 
you can do it. Considering your low dosage, I would suggest that 
you just stop It. 


And I am not enthusiastic about substituting another drug for 


your problems. You will end up again using drugs to cope with life 
situation?. That probably had a lot to do with your original alcohol 
problem. 


Rather I would like to sec you get some good psychiatric help. 


You aro not too old to benefit at all. If you can get your life 
situations under control or Improve your ability to cope with them, 
you may not need a crutch at all. 


I hope you will never again get back on alcohol. I'm sending you 


Tho Health Letter number 1-4, Alcohol, Whiskey, GUI, Vodka, 
Rum, Wine, Beer for more information on how damaging this can 
be. Since you have licked the problem, maybe you can help others 
to quit. Others who want this information can send a long, 
stamped, self-addressed envelope with SO cents for it.

would suggest that you see a plastic surgeon, preferably one who 
docs cosmetic surgery. 


For superficial scars of the face from any cause, Including old 


acno scars, a process called sanding can he done. It literally 
removes the superficial layer of the skin and in that way removes 
the marks. It Is not suited to dark pigmcntcd people because it 
may decrease the pigmentation of the skin. In any case, a con- 
sultation with a plastic surgeon will tell you if you are a candidate 
for such a procedure.

Dear Dorothy: I remember a pie from my childhood which my 


mother called "French apple pic." It was a one-crust pie with 
crumbs on top.

pie like this. We all loved it. Maybe it's enough like the one you're 
seeking to pass. Make one crust and lino a nine-Inch pic pan. Add 
tho following filling. Quarter and slice about six cups of peeled 
apples. Mix three-fourths cup sugar with one-half teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one-fourth teaspoon nutmeg and one-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Toss with tho apples and put into the crust. Then cream one-half 
cup of butter with one-half cup of light brown sugar. Add one cup 
of flour and mix thoroughly. Sprinkle this crumb topping over tho 
apples and bake at 400 degrees SO to 60 minutes, or until the apples 
are cooked and the top is a rich brown.

OLD FAITHFUL? 


There arc about 200 active geysers 


In Yellowstone National Park, and tho 
most famous is Old Faithful. Other 
geysers send water to greater heights 
but none with tho regularity of Old 
Faithful. In fact, careful observation 
of 
past 
eruptions enables park 


rangers to predict tho Umc of the next 
one. And they arc right 75 times out 
of loo. 


On the average of every 67 minutes, 


Old Faithful spouts its foamy fountain 
106 to 184 feet into the air. Each erup- 
tion uses about 11,000 gallons of water 
at steaming temperatures, and this 
display has been continuing for more 
than 100 years. 


What makes a geyser work? Basi- 


cally it Is a matter of three things — 
heat, water and on underground 
plumbing system 
that is strong

enough to withstand the tremendous 
pressures that build up during an 
eruption. 


The typical roots of a geyser may 


Include a scries of connected cracks 
and crevices reaching down deep into 
the ground perhaps 1,000 feet or more. 
A narrow, crooked vent leads to the 
surface. Ground water from rainfall 
seeps into the crevices and fills cav- 
ities where it is heated by hot rocks. 
Deep underground the water is under 
pressure, and its boiling point is much 
greater than it would be on the sur- 
face. 


The water at the bottom of the vent 


becomes hotter and hotter. Gradually 
the hot water begins to rise. As it 
docs, steam bubbles form. As the bub- 
bles rise they grow larger, pushing 
water above them. At tho surface, 
belches of water begin overflowing 
from the vent hole. This makes the 
column of water lighter, and more 
water is able to turn to steam. Final- 
ly, boiling begins at many points in 
the vent and steam is produced so ra- 
pidly that it forces the water up and 


out of tho geyser vent in a stupendous 
cascade of steam and water.

The last dinosaurs theoretically dis- 


appeared from the face of the earth 
around 60 million years ago.

The only way that sci- 
entists know what they looked like is 
by reconstructing their skeletons. Al- 
though an animal's skeleton can tell 
us much about the animal's way of 
life, one thing It can't tell us is the 
animal's color.

and shapes. More than likely they 
came In assorted colors, too. Perhaps 
they were the dull, drab browns or 
greens of our crocodiles and alliga- 
tors. On the other hand, they might 
have worn the more colorful reds, yel- 
lows and shiny blacks of the coral 
snake. They may have been striped

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Operation Nutrition's future uncertain 
Family puzzled by food plan cuts 


This story might cause some read- 


ers to shako their heads and wonder 
whether the "American Dream" still 
exists for hard working families who 
chase rainbows. 


Then again, it might cause other 


readers to shako their heads and 
question whether assistance and sym- 
pathy are appropriate for people who 
have more children than they can af- 
ford. 


There also Is another question, one 


perhaps more important than the first 
two. That Is the Issue of why a good 
food assistance program such as Op- 
eration Nutrition must bo kicked Into 
limbo, with Its future uncertain at 
best. 


Dave and Knthy Fischer arc the 


parents of seven children. Their oldest 
Is Danny, an 11-year-old, and their 
youngest Is Matthew, just 14 months 
old. 


BETWEEN DANNY and Matthew 


are the four Fischer girls — Sandy 9, 
Tammy 8, Vlckl 5 and Tracy 4 — plus 
2-ycar-old Jamie. 


Each afternoon seven days a week, 


Dave drives their wcll-brokcn-in red 
station wagon 30 miles from the Fis- 
cher's homo In Hanover Park to his 
Job in Aurora. 


Dave, who at 40 is 10 years older 


than Kathy, works the 5 p.m. to mid- 
night shift as an FM radio disc Jockey 
at WKKD In Aurora. 


For all that travel, the strange work 


hours and his on-the-alr creative tal- 
ents, Dave is paid less than $200 per 
week. His salary is the Fischers' only 
income. 


"Everyone knows my husband 


works In radio," Kathy said one 
morning this week as all nine Fis- 
chers gathered In their living room. 


"OF COURSE, he must make a mil- 


lion dollars," she said. "Johnny Car- 
son docs. Larry Lujack does. For ev- 
ery Larry Lujack, there must be 
10,000 guys who don't make that mon- 
ey." 


Nobody ever told the Fischers that 


raising seven childen would be a 
Cakewalk. "The sad thing is that our 
society is no longer set up for big 
families, the way costs have tripled 
the last five or six years," Dave said. 


"I used to make $100 a week, wasn't 


on food stamps, didn't owe anybody a 
dime," Dave said. "Now I make al- 
most double that and we're in trouble. 
Of course, $200 n week Isn't much for 
a family of nine." 


Luckily, their three-bedroom house 


has no mortgage. 


The Fischers also have been lucky 


with medical bills. Their seven chil- 
dren arc rarely sick. Ami that is good, 
because they cannot afford medical 
insurance. 


But three of the girls, Sandy, Tracy 


and Tammy, have required orthoped- 
ic treatment. 


ANY WAY THEY'VE stretched it, 


the Fischers never have been able to 
make Dave's $200 per week support 
nine people, even when seven are 
small people. 


The Fischers became a food stamp 


family almost two years ago. Dave 
and Kathy pay $83.50 for each $169

they receive in stamps. The Fischers 
purchase about $300 in food stamps 
each month. 


That begins to make a dent in their 


huge food bill. But for the past year, 
the Fischers, like nearly 500 other 
low-Income families throughout the 
Northwest suburbs, also have relied 
upon Operation Nutrition. 


The food assistance program is fed- 


erally sponsored but locally adminis- 
tered. Clara Rocha handles Operation 
Nutrition for the Northwest Opportu- 
nity Center. 


Participants who have met financial 


requirements have received food each 
month. A typical food pick-up for the 
Fischers might include: 


Three 4-pound boxes of powdered 


milk, 60 cans of milk, 22 cans of vege- 
tables, eight pounds of canned meat, 
one dozen 46-ouncc cans of fruit juice, 
four cans of fruit, eight boxes of fa- 
rina cereal, one dozen packets of pow- 
dered eggs and powdered potatoes. 


TWO CANS of peanut butter were 


included every other month. As Katiiy 
said, "If it wasn't for Operation Nutri- 
tion, we wouldn't have made it. The 


kids'would be eating peanut butter 
sandwiches for dinner." 


But now the Fischers and other low- 


income families must at least tempo- 
rarily feed themselves without assis- 
tance from Operation Nutrition. 


It passed into limbo because the 


Northwest Opportunity Center, which 
serves seven townships, could not 
raise $15,000 necessary to maintain 
the program. 


Those funds pay a local worker and 


help to defer costs incurred to ship 
the food from a St. Louis warehouse 
lo one in Chicago, according to a 
spokeswoman for the Opportunity 
Center. 


The cash flow problem was created 


when the U.S. Community Services 
Administration could not fund Oper- 
ation Nutrition. 


There is no immediate hope that the 


food assistance program can be re- 
sumed soon, a spokesman for the 
Northwest Opportunity Center said 
Tuesday morning. 


DAVE AND Kathy Fischer said their 


most recent Operation Nutrition allot- 
ment should last another two weeks. 


Then they have just one alternative: 
back to the supermarkets. 


"It's amazing," Dave said. "We 


(the United States) think nothing of 
helping (people In) other countries, 
but we frown on helping our own 
people. 


"They say, 'You're in the United 


States and nobody goes hungry,'" 
Dave said. "That couldn't be further 
from the truth. There are thousands, 
and especially children, who don't eat 
right." 


"People say we didn't have to have 


seven children. OK, that's been a 
problem," Kathy said. "But we love 
them and we're not asking anybody 
else to take care of them. 


"Off the record or on the record, 


my children were not unwanted," Ka- 
thy said. "They're very loved." 


Kathy Fischer sat In her living 


room surrounded by seven active chil- 
dren. She discussed her tricks for 
"sneaky nutrition" and "4,011 recipes 
for green beans." 


NOW SHE WONDERED whether 


there will be any more green beans. 
"I still do not understand why the pro- 
gram has stopped," said Kathy, who 
watches federal money being directed 
Into the strangest places. 


"Money is Involved somewhere. But 


they get all the food for nothing. The 
companies write it oft for a tax thing. 
Maybe it's a lack of funds for Clara's 
salary," Kathy said. 


"It just doesn't make a whole lot of 


sense. Then again, it's an election 
year and a lot of things don't make 
sense."

Whaf s average tennis 
player today? Survey 
draws complete profile 


The overage non-professional tennis 


player in the United States is between 
21 and 30 years old, is married, lives 
in a city of roughly 100,000 people in 
the western third of the country, 
makes between $10,000 and $15,000 a 
year and plays tennis slightly more 
than once a month. 


Those TO some of tho leading find- 


Ings of a recent survey of tennis in 
the U.S., conducted for the National 
Indoor Tennis Association (NITA) by 
Drs. W. Clay Hamner of Northwestern 
University and Hal W. Hcplcr of 
Michigan State University. Results of 
the survey were announced by Jack 
Atdworth, NITA cxecutlvo director. 


Of tho national tennis player sampl- 


ing, 40.3 per cent are between 21 and 
30 years of age, while 24.1 per cent 
arc between 31 and 40, 20.2 per cent 
aro under 20, and 10.1 per cent aro 
between 41 and 50. Slightly fewer than 
six of every 10 arc married, and men 
outnumber women by only 6.8 per 
cent, tho NITA survey showed. 


Tho greatest proportion of tennis 


players surveyed — 3D.2 per cent — 
live in cities roughly tho slz>j of Lex- 
ington, Ky., or Las Vegas, Nov., with 
between 50,000 and 150,000 people. 
Only 5 per cent live In towns of loss 
than 15,000 people; a little over one In 
flvo (20.5 per cent) livo in cities the 
size of Cheyenne, Wyo., with between 
15,000 and 50,000 people. One in nine 
livo In cities of from 150,000 to 500,000 
people — such as Omaha, Neb., — and 
23.7 per cent live in larger cities. 


Areas of tho country in which tennis 


players are most likely to livo were 
tho Mountain-Pacific region, with 34.2 
per cent; the South Central states, 
with 20.6 per cent, and the Midwest, 
with 22.3 per cent. 


When queried as to their annual In- 


comes, 22.8 per cent say they receive 
between $10,000 and $15,000; 10.1 per 
cent say they get between $15,000 and 
$20,000 a year, and 13.6 per cent say 
they receive less than $6,500 a year. 
Most of the latter group, Aldworth 
said, probably are students. Jus: over 
11 per cent of tho rcsondcnts say their 
incomes are between $6,500 and 
$10,000 annually, while 0,4 per cent re- 
port annual salaries between $20,000 
and $25,000 and 6.2 per cent report 
greater annual Incomes. 


Other significant highlights of (he 


NITA survey: 


• Better than three-quarters (75.8 


per cent) of the tennis players sur- 
veyed say they would llko to be able 


to play year-round. But only 37.3 per 
cent have ever heard of indoor tennis, 
and only 34.6 per cent say there is an 
Indoor facility In their area. And, 
whether an indoor facility is nearby 
or not, more than two-thirds (67.5 per 
cent) say they have never played on 
an Indoor court. In fact, only 29.4 per 
cent of the players queried in the an- 
nual NITA survey said that they had 
been Inside an indoor tennis club at 
some time in their lives. 


• More than half (51.4 per cent) of 


the players sampled either have no 
idea of the costs of indoor tennis or 
greatly overestimate tho actual aver- 
age dues of $62.04 yearly. Almost 41 
per cent think that an initiation fee is 
required (It rarely is). 


• Nearly two-thirds (65.S per cent) 


of the respondents say they are inter- 
ested in Improving their playing 
skills, and just over half (51.2 per 
cent) have taken lessons. Private les- 
sons are preferred by 47.6 per cent of 
tho players, as againt 32.7 per cent 
who prefer group lessons and 16.4 per 
cent who don't caro one way or the 
other. 


• Asked what services are provided 


by indoor tennis clubs, 63.3 per cent 
mentioned showers, 61.6 per cent said 
lockers, 41.4 per cent mentioned les- 
sons — and a surprising 47 per cent 
said they thought food was available 
(it 
seldom is). Also, the least 


frequently mentioned service was ba- 
bysitting — and babysitting services 
are actually quite common. 


• Seventy-eight per cent of those 


players surveyed soy they play tennis 
for the exercise and for the com- 
pctiton, with more women players in- 
dicating that exercise is the chief at- 
traction In the game and more men 
citing competition as their chief Jntcr- 
cs. 


• Singles tennis is preferred by a 


wide margin over doubles, even 
though an increased level of doubles 
playing would relieve tho pressure for 
more courts. 


• Demonstrating their concern for 


physical fitness, the tennis players 
survyed by NITA indicated that they 


, also most frequently engage in swim- 


ming, walking or hiking, running or 
jogging and bowling. 


The National Indoor Tennis Associ- 


ation, sponsor of the annual survey, is 
composed of owners of some 400 in- 
door tennis clubs throughout the U.S. 
and Canada. It is headquartered in 
Chicago. 


Managing a big league baseball 


team is no big deal. With a man on 
first' and nobody out, you bunt. Bot- 
tom of the ninth, winning run on third, 
you send up Manny Mota. You keep 
your star pitcher sober, try to keep 
your cleanup hitter square with his 
parole board, bat right-handers 
against left-handers and vice versa, 
try to stay awake in the dugout and 
make sure the showers are turned off. 


And try not to call sports writers 


"overstuffed pigs." 


Most of his career, manager Walt 


Alston has lived by the rules. That's 
why he has set a modern record of 23 
years on the some job. 


There's nothing complicated about 


running the Dodgers. Management 
gets rid of guys who bust up barroom 
mirrors for you, write bad checks or 
eat with their fingers or with their hat 
on. The farm system sends up pretty 
good players and you have, by and 
large, a "sweetheart" press to deal 
with. The club hires the broadcasters, 
the owner runs the league, the crowds 
arc good but not critical and they go 
home early. They come to the game 
to eat, not to carp. 


Mario Antionette should have had it 


so good. It's like getting $80,000 a year 
to watch a park cannon. 


Some thought Walt Alston just per- 


fect for this job. The team that didn't 
need a manager didn't have one. Walt 
Alston was not a hunch player. He 
never bet longshots. He never con- 
sulted astrology. He played by "the 
book," baseball's version of old wives' 
talcs, a primer based on generations 
of observations of the best thing to do. 
Not the most daring, the best. 


There was dissension on the Dod- 


gers but, unless the dissenter was bat- 
ting .350, and sometimes even then, 
the Dodgers trada his dissension 
elsewhere. Alston, for all his glacial 
dignity on the outside, was a man who 
liked a little temper In the clubhouse. 
He took it to mean the player cared. 
And Alston could look the other way 
with the best of them. 


It was no secret owner Walter 


O'Mallcy was sometimes disappointed 
with Alston. A shrewd showman, 
O'Malley would have preferred a guy 
who climbed the railings, kicked dirt 
on tho umpires, threw tantrums on 
the boscpaths, ahd kept getting fined 
by the league. O'Malley kept Wring 
clubhouse revolutionaries 
like Leo 


Durocher, Bobby Bragan and Charlie 
Dressen as "coaches." 


O'Mallcy liked to keep the hired 


hands In ferment but Alston always 
outwaltcd — and outwitted — him. Al- 
ston never did believe you had to be- 
have like n guy running away from a 
hatchet murdered to succeed In the 
big leagues. 


The likelihood is that, if the Dod- 


gers had stayed in Brooklyn, Alston 
would never have lasted this long. 
Baseball Is not complicated, but the 
people in it are. And, any sports jour- 
nalist worth his expense account can ' 
always find a nonplaying utility in- 
ficlder or, sometimes, a Hall of Fame 
pitcher — to heap anonymous abuse 
on the manager. 


Sportswriters, too, like owners, like 


"color" in their managers as well as 
their players. "Color" Is sometimes 
another namo for schizophrenia and 
Walt Alston is one of the most sane 
men you will ever knpw. New York 
Sportswriters particularly, with an off 
day on their hands, get more guys 
fired than a good Depression. For 
some reason, fans always love to read 
about a guy in danger of losing an 
$80,000-a-year job. It's a sure-fire cir- 
culation builder. 


But. in his 18 years In Los Angeles,. 


Walt Alston has not once heard the 
cry of the loon. Just when the troops 
would appear to be getting mutinous, 
Walt would win another pennant Ho 
won seven of them In the 23 years, 
and four World Scries. Managers Ihe 
sportswritcrs adore and Imbue with 
all the wisdom and sagacity of the 
ages, like Billy Martin, Gene Mauch, 
and Bill Rlgney, haven't won any. 


Which is why Walt Alston reacted 


as if writer Allan Malamud were 
caught stoning the Vatican the other 
day when he read the writer's opinion 
that Alston was suffering from a 
"failure to communicate" with • his 
players and should be retired fortlt 
with. 


It is unlikely Alston would have 


gone 18 years without a thundering 
demand for his dismissal from a New 
York reporter. It's unlikely he would 
have gone one. But he was very rusty . 
on pitches calling for his dismissal. So 
he lunged for this one. 


Calling a writer "nn overstuffed 


pig" Is not calculated to endear Al- 
ston to the fraternity. Journalists tend 
to close ranks when fangs arc bared 
at any one of their number, and it has 
been a bad year for the flower of 
American sports journalism, some of 
whom had been cuffed around club- 
houses by Irate managers for writing, 
critical pieces. 


Alston's outburst Is not apt to have 


the desired effect of fewer pieces call- 


. Ing for his retirement, but, rather, • 


more. To'a s p o r t s w r i t e r in- 
controvertible proof of inconvetency 


Jim Murray 


is calling a sportswrller names, or 
tlircatcnttig to punch him out. 


Even Alston realized this, as he 


called up Malamud to apologize. But 
the problem probably really arose be- 
cause both sides were getting a little 
flaccid. Alston had not been able to 
build up that little thin coating that 
closes over most veteran mangers' 
ears when they hear the call for their 
discharge. Alston's cars have grown 
bush from disuse. 


But sportswritcrs get rusty, too. 


Malamud should never have been 
caught that near the manager's club- 
house door so soon after his firo-thc- 
manager story. It's like getting picked 
off third. Sportswriters have to get pe- 
riodically threatened, too, so they can 


switch on that little avoidance mecha- 
nism that never lets you get caught in 
the runway with a player you just 
gave an error to, a manager you just 
suggested firing, or a guy you sug- 
geted could play Hamlet better than 
he could play left field. 
.. 


We've nil gotten a little flabby. Af- 


ter nil, baseball Is founded on the tra- 
dition of "throw the bum out" — 
whether the bum is a skipper or a 
sportswrltcr. We all owe Alston and 
Malamud a debt. They remind us 
once again that it is after all, Indian 
territory, and you might make the 
wrong move if you don't keep scan- 
ning the horizon for smoke signals — 
particularly when they're coming out 
of the manager's cars.

A person who wants to learn to 


drive a car can call an auto driving 
school, but where docs a person go to 
learn to ride a motorcycle? 


"You go on on the street and you 


learn on your own," said Dale 
McCormick, who majored in traffic 
safety while obtaining a master's de- 


gree at Illinois State University. 


McCormick is trying to change the 


situation through a motorcycle safety 
course he's teaching in the Maine- 
Oakton-Niles 
Continuing 
Education 


Program. The course is funded par- 
tially by the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation. 


THE COURSE, which costs students 


$25, includes 11 hours of classroom in- 
struction and 11 hours of "behind the 
handlebars" experience, McCormick 
said. 


Using motorcycles and safety equip- 


ment provided by local dealers, stu- 
dents practice the basics of mo- 
torcycling on two practice tracks — 
one paved, one gravel — at Niles 


the 
West High School, Oakton, and 
Edcns Expressway, Skokie. 


McCormick said he teaches students 


how to dress properly for motorcycl- 
ing, how to handle their cycles and 
how to react to road situations, such 
as falling off their motorcycles.

Achoo — the sneezin* season is almost over 
The inside story

If they can catch their breath, hay 


fever sufferers should be able to 
licnve a .sigh of relief sometime 
around the Labor Day weekend know- 
Ing that pollen and mold counts prob- 
ably have reached their peak. 


Hay fever has been less severe this 


summer than in some previous years 
because of the season's dry weather, 
says Gary Llbman, a microbiologist 
at Abbott Laboratories, North Chi- 
cago. 


"Pollen counts have been getting 


higher, but they're still 10 to 20 per 
cent less than in a real bad year. The 
dry weather is killing the farmers but 


it's helping the hay fever sufferers," 
Libman says. 


ABIIOTT LABORATORIES counts 


the amount of ragweed pollen and the 
spores of two molds — alternaria and 
hormodcndrum — in the air and re- 
ports the numbers as a public service, 
on a recorded telephone message (688- 
5230). 


Tuesday's counts were high enough 


to cause discomfort among people 
susceptible to hay fevpr, Llbman 
says. 


At 8:30 Tuesday morning, Abott 


measured ragweed pollen as 108 per 
cubic yard, alternaria as 19 per 
square centimeter and hormodcndrum 


as 5 per square centimeter. 


"Hay fever suffering is a relative 


term but generally most people will 
start feeling very uncomfortable when 
the pollen count goes over 100 and the 
spores arc in the 80s or 90s," he says. 


RAGWEED RELIES on the late 


summer winds to carry its pollen to 
other ragweed stems so that future 
generations of the green and gold 
plant can grow. 


The plant is so drab that bees and 


other Insects are not attracted to it as 
they arc to other more colorful flow- 
ers. 


Persons sensitive to ragweed pollen 


produce hystamines in their bodies 


which dilate blood vessels and pro- 
duce the puffy eyes and runny nose so 
well-known among hay fever victims. 


But ragweed does not bear the 


blame alone. Alternaria mold, which 
produces spores "shaped like little 
tennis rackets" and hormodendrum 
mold with spores "like webbed feet," 
also cause allergic reactions, Libman 
says. 


BECAUSE THE molds can grow on 


both living and dead plants, their 
spores continue to fill the air until the 
first frost. 


A new unknown in the-old hay fever 


story is the possible effect of high lev- 
els of ozone on hay fever reaction. 


"Ozone is a very powerful oxidizing 


agent," says Libman. But no con- 
clusive tests have been made on the 
impact of ozone and other air pollu- 
tants on hay fever allergies. 


The Chicago area has been put un- 


der several ozone alerts this summer 
by the Chicago Dcpt. of Environment- 
al Control. 


Libman says pollen and mold counts 


should start to tail off in September 
and he predicts levels will continue to 
be on the light side. 


"It's a little bit tike trying to pre- 


dict the weather, but as long as it 
stays dry, we think the numbers will 
be a little less than usual."

If they can catch their breath, hay 


fever sufferers should be able to 
heave n sigh of relief sometime 
around the Labor Day weekend know- 
ing that pollen and mold counts prob- 
ably have reached their peak. 


Hay (over has been less severe this 


summer than in some previous years 
because of the season's dry weather, 
says Gary Llbman, a mlcroblologlst 
at Abbott Laboratories, North Chi- 
cago. 


"Pollen counts have been getting 


higher, but they're still 10 to 20 per 
cent loss than In n real bad year. The 
dry weather is killing the farmers but 


it's helping the hay fever sufferers," 
Libmnn says. 


ABBOTT LABORATORIES counts 


the amount of ragweed pollen and the 
spores of two molds — altcrnaria and 
hormodcndrum — In Uie air and re- 
ports the numbers as a public service, 
on a recorded telephone message (688- 
5230). 


Tuesday's counts were high enough 


to cause discomfort among people 
susceptible to hay fever, Libmnn 
says.

At 8:30 Tuesday morning, Abott 


measured ragweed pollen as 108 per 
cubic yard, altcrnaria as 19 per 
square centimeter and hormodcndrum 


as 5 per square centimeter. 


"Hay fever suffering is a relative 


term but generally most people will 
start feeling very uncomfortable when 
the pollen count goes over 100 and the 
spores are in the 80s or 90s," he says. 


RAGWEED RELIES on the late 


summer winds to carry its pollen to 
other ragweed stems so that future 
generations of the green and gold 
plant can grow.

The plant is so drab that bees and 


other insects arc not attracted to it as 
they are lo other more colorful flow- 
ers. 


Persons sensitive to ragweed pollen 


produce liyslamines in their bodies 


which dilate blood vessels and pro- 
duce the puffy eyes and runny nose so 
well-known among hay fever victims. 


But ragweed does not bear the 


blame alone. Alternarin mold, which 
produces spores "shaped like little 
tennis rackets" and hormodcndrum 
mold with spares "like webbed feet,'* 
also cause allergic reactions, Libman 
.says.

BECAUSE THE molds can grow on 


both living and dead plants, their 
spores continue to fill the air until the 
first frost. 


A new unknown in tlio old hay fever 


story is tho possible effect of high lev- 
els of ozone on hay fever reaction. 


"Ozone is a very powerful oxidizing 


agent," says Libman. But no con- 
clusive tests have been made on the 
impact of ozone and other air pollu- 
tants on hay fever allergies. 


The Chicago area has been put un- 


der several ozone alerts this summer 
by the Chicago Dept. of Environment- 
al Control. 


Libman says pollen and mold counts 


should start to tall off in September 
and he predicts levels will continue to 
be on tho light side.

If they can catch their breath, liny 


fever sufferers should l>e able to 
heave a sigh of relief sometime 
around the Labor Day weekend know- 
Ing that pollen and mold counts prob- 
ably have reached their peak. 


Hay fever has been less severe this 


summer than in some previous years 
because of the season's dry weather, 
says Gary Libman, n microbiologist 
at Abbott Laboratories, North Chi- 
cago. 


"Pollen counts have been getting 


higher, but they're still 10 to 20 per 
cent less than In a real bad year. The 
dry weather is killing I ho formers but 


it's helping the huy fever sufferers," 
Llbmiin says. 


AIIUOTT LABORATORIES counts 


the amount of ragweed pollen and the 
spores of two molds — alternoria and 
hormodendrum — in the air and re- 
ports the numbers as a public service, 
on a recorded telephone message (688- 
5230). 


Tuesday's counts were lu'gh enough 


to cause discomfort among people 
susceptible to hay fever, Libman 
says. 


At 11:30 Tuesday morning, Abott 


measured ragweed pollen as 108 per 
cubic yard, alternaria ,us 19 per 
square centimeter and hormodendrum 


as 5 per square centimeter. 


"Hay fever suffering is a relative 


term but generally most people will 
start feeling very uncomfortable when 
Ihc pollen count goes over 100 and the 
spares arc in the 80s or 90s," he says. 


ItAGWEED RELIES on the late 


summer winds to curry its pollen to 
other ragweed stems so that future 
generations of the green and gold 
plant can grow. , 


The plant is so drab that bees and 


other Insects arc not attracted to it as 
Uicy are to other more-colorful flow- 
ers. 


Persons sensitive to ragweed.pollen 


produce hystamincs in their bodies 


which dilate blood vessels and pro- 
duce the puffy eyes and runny nose so 
well-known among hay fever victims. 


But ragweed does not bear the 


blame alone. Alternaria mold, which 
produces spores "shaped like little 
tennis rackets" and hormodendrum 
mold with spores "like webbed feet," 
also cause allergic reactions, Libman 
says. 


BECAUSE THE molds can grow on 


both living and dead plants, their 
spores continue to fill the air until the 
first frost. 


A new unknown in the old hay fever 


story is thc'posslble effect of high lev- 
els of ozone on hay fever reaction. 


"Ozone is a very powerful oxidizing 


agent," says Libman. But no con- 
clusive tests have been made on the 
impact of ozone and other ah* pollu- 
tants on hay fever allergies. 


The Chicago area has been put un- 


der several ozone alerts this summer 
by the Chicago Dept. of Environment- 
al Control. 


Libman says pollen and mold counts 


should start to tail off in September 
and he predicts levels will continue to 
be on the light side.

Achoo—the sneezin' season is almost over 


by KUKT BACK 


If they can catch their breath, hay 


fever sufferers should be able to 
heave n sigh of relief sometime 
around the Labor Day weekend know- 
ing that pollen and mold counts prob- 
ably have reached their peak. 


Hay fever has been less severe this 


summer than In some previous years 
because of the season's dry weather, 
says Gary Libman, a microbtologist 
at Abbott Laboratories, North Chi- 
cago. 


"Pollen counts have been getting 


higher, but they're still 10 to 20 per 
cent less than In a real bad year. Tiro 
dry weather Is killing the farmers but 


It's helping the hay fever sufferers," 
Libman says. 


ABBOTT LABOKATOIUES counts 


the amount of ragweed pollen and the 
spores of two molds — altcrnaria and 
hormodcndrum — in the air and re- 
ports the numbers as a public service, 
on a recorded telephone message (688- 
5230). 


Tuesday's counts were high enough 


to cause discomfort among people 
susceptible to hay fever, Libman 
says. 


At 8:30 Tuesday morning, Abott 


measured ragweed pollen as 108 per • 
cubic yard, altcrnaria as 19 per 
square centimeter and hormodcndrum 


as 5 per square centimeter. 


"Hay fever suffering is a relative 


term but generally most people will 
start feeling very uncomfortable when 
the pollen count goes over 100 and the 
spores are in the 80s or 90s," he says. 


RAGWEED BELIES on the late 


summer winds to carry its pollen to 
other ragweed stems so that future 
generations of the green and gold 
plant can grow. 


The plant is so drab that bees and 


other insects are not attracted to it as 
they are to other more colorful flow- 
ers. 


Persons sensitive to ragweed pollen 


produce hystamines in their bodies 


which dilate blood vessels and pro- 
duce the puffy eyes and runny nose so 
well-known among hay fever victims. 


But ragweed does not bear the 


blame alone. Alternaria mold, which 
produces spores "shaped like little 
tennis rackets" and hormodendrum 
mold with spores "like webbed feet," 
•also cause allergic reactions, Libman 
says. 


•BECAUSE THE molds can grow on 


both living and dead plants, their 
spores continue to fill the air until the 
first frost. . 


A new unknown in the old hay fever 


story is the possible effect of high lev- 
els of ozone on hay fever reaction. 


"Ozone is a very powerful oxidizing 


agent," says Libman. But no con- 
clusive tests have been made on tire 
impact of ozone .and other air pollu- 
tants on hay fever allergies. 


The Chicago area has been put un- 


der several ozone alerts this summer 
by the Chicago Dept. of Environment- 
al Control. 


Libman says pollen and mold counts 


should start to tail off in September 
and he predicts levels will continue to 
be on the light side. 


"It's a little bit like trying to pre- 


dict the weather, but as long as it 
stays dry, we think the numbers will 
be a little less than usual."

"We're not doing any studies and, If 


we were, we wouldn't do them that 
way," Clncs said.

Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said 


Tuesday the current plan is to reduce 
the parking requirements by about 50 
per cent. 


The motion to modify the parking 


requirements 
was passed unani-

the motion to proceed with plans to 
build a 500-car parking garage on the 
northeast corner of the intersection of 
Vail and Sigwalt streets. 


"The unanimity of the board Mon- 


day speaks well about the direction 
we're going downtown. It shows we're 
committed to make the area viable 
again," Village Prcs. James T. Ryan 
said. 


Ryan said he initially favored abo-

in the downtown area. 


"Changing the parking require- 


ments has to be coupled with a pro- 
gram of providing public parking by 
the village, starting with this garage, 
and in the long run, building addition- 
al public parking," Palmatier said. 


"The parking requirements definite- 


ly have been a drawback. A devel- 
opment needs parking to be successful 
commercially. There are very strong 
indications that the village needs to 
get into the parking business on a big- 
ger scale than they have," he said.

"Pollen counts have been getting 


higher, but they're still 10 to 20 per 
cent leu than in a real bad year. Tho 
dry weather Is killing the farmers but 


it's helping the hay fever sufferers," 
Llbman says. 


ABBOTT LABORATORIES counts 


the amount of ragweed pollen and the 
spores of two molds — altcrnaria and 
hormodendrum — In the air and re- 
ports the numbers as a public service, 
on a recorded telephone message (688- 
5230). 


Tuesday's counts were high enough 


to cause discomfort among people 
susceptible to hay fever, Libman 
says. 


At 8:30 Tuesday morning, Abott 


measured ragweed pollen as 108 per ' 
cubic yard, altcrnaria as 19 per 
square centimeter and hormodendrum 


as 5 per square centimeter.

"Hay fever suffering Is a relative 


term but generally most people will 
start feeling very uncomfortable when 
the pollen count goes over too and the 
spores are In the 80s or 90s," he says. 


RAGWEED RELIES on the late 


summer winds to carry-Its pollen toi 
other ragweed stems so that future 
generations of the green and gold 
plant c a n grow

The plant Is so drab thai (bees and 


other Insects arc not attracted to it as 
they are to other more colorful flow- 
ers. 


Persons sensitive to ragweed pollen 


produce hystamines in their bodies 


which dilate blood vessels and pro- 
duce the puffy eyes and runny nose so 
well-known among hay fever victims. 


But ragweed does not bear the 


blame alone. Altcrnaria mold, which 
produces spores "shaped like little 
tennis rackets" and hormodendrum 
mold with spores "like webbed feet," 
also cause allergic reactions, Libman 
says. 


BECAUSE THE molds can grow on 


, both living and dead plants, their 
spores continue to fill the air until tho 
first frost. 


A new unknown in the old hay fever 


story is the possible effect of high lev- 
els of ozone on hay fever reaction. 


"Ozone is a very powerful oxidizing 


agent," says Libman. But no con- 
clusive tests have been made on the 
impact of ozone and other air pollu- 
tants on hay fever allergies. 


The Chicago area has been put un- 


der several ozone alerts this summer 
by the Chicago Dcpt. of Environment- 
al Control. 


Libman says pollen and mold counts 


should start to tail off in September 
and he predicts levels will continue to 
be on the light side. 


"It's a little bit like trying to pre- 


dict the weather, but as long as it 
stays dry, we think the numbers will

Arlington to slash parking quota

Parking requirements will be cut in 


half for now developments in down- 
town Arlington Heights to encourage 
more high-rise building in the vil- 
lage's central business district. 


After directing the village adminis- 


tration to proceed with the necessary 
steps for constructing a parking ga- 
rage in the downtown shopping area, 
the village board Monday adopted a 
motion to have Village Atty. Jack 
Siegel draft a new ordinance reduc- 
ing parking requirements for busines- 
ses in the central business district. 


The existing parking requirement

$1.600 per space.

The new parking ordinance should 


encourage developers to build high- 
rise buildings, rather than one-story 
shops, Kcsler said. 


"There should bo an Incentive for 


tall buildings so we spread vertically, 
not horizontally," he said. 


CURRENT ZONING LAWS limit 


downtown buildings to nine stories. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said 


Tuesday the current plan is to reduce 
t!«j parking requirements by about 50 
per cent. 


The motion to modify the parking

mously by the village board, as was 
the motion to proceed with plans to 
build a 500-car parking garage on the 
northeast corner of the intersection of 
Vail and Slgwalt streets.

no impetus for development down 
there," said Trustee Madeline Schroe- 
der. 


"I would hope that relaxing the 


parking requirements would have 
some Impact.

If they can catch their breath, hay 


fever sufferers should be able to 
heave a sigh of relief sometime 
around the Labor Day weekend know- 
Ing that pollen and mold counts prob- 
ably have reached their peak. 


Hay fever has been less severe this 


summer than in some previous years 
because of (he season's dry weather, 
says Gary Llbman, a microbiologlst 
at Abbott Laboratories, North Chi- 
cago. 


"Pollen counts have been netting 


higher, but they're still 10 to !!0 per 
cent less than In a real bad year. The 
dry weather U killing the farmers but 


it's helping the hay fever sufferers," 
Libman says. 


ABBOTT LABORATORIES counts 


the amount of ragweed pollen and the 
spores of two molds — alternaria and 
liormodondrum — in the air and re- 
ports the numbers as a public service, 
on a recorded telephone message (688- 
5230). 


Tuesday's counts were high enough 


to cause discomfort among people 
susceptible to hay fever, Libman 
says. 


At 8:30 Tuesday morning, Abott 


measured ragweed pollen as 108 per 
cubic yard, alternaria as 10 per 
square centimeter and hormodendrum 


as 5 per square centimeter. 


"Hay fever suffering "is a relative 


term but generally most people v/ill 
start feeling very uncomfortable when 
the pollen count goes over 100 and the 
spores are in the 80s or 90s," he says. 


RAGWEED RELIES on the lute 


summer winds to carry its pollen to 
other ragweed stems so that future 
generations of the green and gold 
plant can grow. 


The plant Is so drab that bees and 


other Insects are not attracted to it as 
they uro to other more colorful flow- 
ers. 


Persons sensitive to ragweed pollen 


produce hystamlnes in their bodies 


which dilate blood vessels and pro- 
duce the puffy eyes and runny nose so 
well-known among hay fever victims. 


But ragweed does not boar the 


blame alone. Alternaria mold, which 
produces spores "shaped like little 
tennis rackets" and hormodendrum 
mold with spores "like webbed feet," 
also cause allergic reactions, Libman 
says. 


' BECAUSE THE molds can grow on 


both living and dead plants, their 
spores continue to fill the air until the 
first frost. • 
., , 


A'new unknown in the old hay fever 


story is the possible effect of high lev- 
els of ozone on hay fever reaction. 


"Ozone is a very powerful oxidizing 


agent," says Libman. But no con- 
clusive tests have been made on the 
impact of ozone and other air pollu- 
tants on hay fever allergies. 


The Chicago area has been put un- 


der several ozone alerts this summer 
by the Chicago'Dept. of Environment- 
al Control. 


Libman soys pollen and mold counts 


should start to tail off in September 
and he predicts levels will continue to 
be on the light side. 


"It's a little bit like trying to pre- 


dict the weather, but as long as it 
stays dry, we think the numbers will 
be a little less than usual."

Soil tests can't 
find source of 
subdivision gas 


Soli borings near the Bosch Auto 


Sen ice Center, 137 S. Northwest 
Hwy., Palatine have foiled to discover 
the source of mysterious gas odors in 
the Palanols Park subdivision. 


Robert Miller, Palatine public 


works director, said the tests showed 
the problem li not caused by a pocket 
of saturated land located underground 
near the service center. 


Miller said the sewer along North- 


west Highway from Kcnilworth Ave- 
nuo to Palatine- Road also was tele- 
vised to see if cracks or leaks In the 
sewer system were causing the prob- 
lem. No drainage was found, however, 
and village officials remain in a quan- 
dary over the cause of the 2-year-old 
problem. 


"We're disappointed that wo didn't 


find the source." Miller said. "It 
could be just normal Infiltration and It 
may bo that the only way to solve the 
problem Is to seal the whole pipe." • 


RESIDENTS OP the subdivision 


have complained repeatedly over the 
past tuo years of gas odors in their 
area, particularly after heavy rains. 
The subdivision Is bounded on the 
south and west by Northwest High- 
way, on tho north by Lincoln Street 
and on tho east by Rohlwlng Road. 


Tho problem is noticeably worse 


along Northwest Highway near Kcnil- 
worth but seems to disappear along 
tho area whore Northwest Highway 
bends northward, Miller sold.

To encourage high-rise construction 
Arlington to slash parking quota

Parking requirements will be cut in 


half for new developments in down- 
town Arlington Heights to encourage 
more high-rise building In the vil- 
lage's central business district. 


After directing the village adminis- 


tration to proceed with the necessary 
steps for constructing a parking ga- 
rage in the downtown shopping aroe, 
the village board Monday adopted a 
motion to have Village Atty. Jack 
Slegel draft a new ordinance reduc- 
ing parking requirements for busines- 
ses in the central business district. 


The existing parking requirement 


for downtown developments "is the 
number one problem" in the centra! 
business district, Village Planner Jo- 
seph Kcslcr said. 


THE ORDINANCE was adopted in 


1065 when a special business district 
was created. "In the past six years, 
we've lost three or four big projects 
because of the parking require- 
ments," Kesler said. 


The requirements force a developer 


to provide adequate off-street park- 
ing, based on the size of the devel- 
opment, or pay a fee equivalent to 
$1,800 per space. 


The money contributed so far totals 


about $100,000. It is to be put toward 
additional parking in the downtown 
shopping area. 


The new parking ordinance should 


encourage developers to build high- 
rise buildings, rather than one-story 
shops, Kcslcr said. 


"There should be an incentive for 


tall buildings so wo spread vertically, 
not horizontally," he said. 


CURRENT ZONING LAWS limit 


downtown buildings to nine stories. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hnrtson said 


Tuesday the current plan Is to reduce 
the parking requirements by about 50 
per cent. 


The motion to modify the parking 


requirements 
was 
passed unani- 


mously by the village board, as was 
the motion to proceed with plans to 
build a 500-car parking garage on the 
northeast comer of the Intersection of 
Vail and Slgwalt streets. 


"The unanimity of the board Mon- 


day speaks well about the direction 
we're going downtown. It shows we're 
committed to make the area viable 
again," Village Prcs. James T. Ryan 
said. 


Ryan said he Initially favored abo- 


lishing the downtown parking require- 
ments entirely, but now is "open to 
discussion on it." , 


VILLAGE TRUSTEES seem to 


agree that the parking requirements 
must be reduced if development is to 
be stimulated. 


"The problem with downtown is 


that we have so little land available 
there, and the fact that there has been 
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no impetus for development down 
there," said Trustee Madeline Schroe- 
der. 


"I would hope that relaxing the 


parking requirements would hove 
some impact. I think it's a step in the 
right direction," she said. 


Mrs. Schroedcr said Tuesday that 


consideration should be given to the 
possibility of "making some adjust- 
ment" to downtown property owners 
who already have paid large amounts 
of money in lieu of parking spaces, as 
required by the existing ordinance. 


Trustee Robert Miller said he, too, 


initially did not believe it would be 
fair to change tho parking' require- 
ments because of the property owners 


that already' have paid into the park- 
Ing fund. 


"BUT, NOW THAT ue're talking in 


terms of a major, multi-story devel- 
opment, I agree we must make some 
allowances," Miller said. 


Miller said he is against eliminating 


the parking requirements entirely/ 
Developers who cannot provide ade- 
quate off-street parking should be re- 
quired to lease spaces in the parking 
garage, he said. 


Trustee David Griffin predicted that 


the parking garage will be "a money 
loser" unless it causes an increase in 
the sales tax base and the property 
tax base in the central business dis- 
trict. 


But Trustee Frank Palmaticr said 


he is optimistic that the coupling of a 
parking garage with reduced parking 
requirements will spur development 
in the downtown area. 


"Changing the parking require- 


ments has to be coupled with a pro- 
gram of providing public parking by 
the village, starting v-ith this garage, 
and In the long run, building addition- 
al public parking," Palmatier said. 


"The parking requirements definite- 


ly have been a drawback. A devel- 
opment needs parking to be successful 
commercially. There are very strong 
indications that the village needs to 
get into the parking business on a big- 
ger scale than they have," he said

Six years of searching produces Schaumburg site 
Lease OKd for driver test site 


The slx->car wail for a Northwest 


suburban driver testing center moved 
closer to an end Monday when slate 
official* signed a two-year lease on a 
Schaumburg storefront at the south- 
west corner of Golf and Moacham 
roads near the Woodficld Shopping 
Center. 


An aide to Sec. of State Michael J. 


Howlctt said the facility, at 1231 E. 
Golf IUI., is expected to open "in a 
month, or slightly more." 


In a press release, Howlctt said the 


Schaumburg center will provide the 
full range of driver's license tests, in- 
cluding written, vision and road tests, 
but not license plate sales. 


Chicago testing stations on Elston 


Avenue, Lexington Avenue and King 
Drive sell plates. 


UNTIL THE Schaumburg center 


opens, residents of Northwest Cook 
County will continue to rely on the fa- 
cilities in Elgin, Lombard, Lilrcr- 
lyvillc or 5401 N. Elstoa Ave., Chi- 
cago. 


Howled said "long and exhaustive 


studies" were conducted and many al- 
ternatives explored before "deciding 
to lease the facility and, specifically, 
to locate in the Schaumburg site." 


"Our detailed analyses show a facil- 


ity is needed now, and we concluded It 
would be most economical and ex- 
peditious to lease a facility that can 
be put into opcrtion quickly," he 
said. 


The state will pay $3,122.72 per 


month for the 4,42B-squore-fool office, 


Howlctt said. The state also will pay 
for all utilities. 


Colt Landreth of the J. Emit Ander- 


son & Sons leasing agency said the 
state's annual cost of $8.46 per square 
foot includes the agency's cost of re- 
modeling the office. 


ALTHOUGH THE remodeling con-- 


tract was awarded after public bid- 
ding, Landreth said he did not know 
the name of the contractor or the cost 
of the work because the lease was 
"figured as a total package." 


Hewlett said the testing center, ex- 


pected to handle an estimated 700 ap- 
plicants each day, will employ 26 per- 
sons when It reaches full strength "in 
a few months." He said most center 
personnel will be reassigned from oth- 


er driver testing stations, explaining 
the Schaumburg center will "take the 
load off other places." 


Since the search for a testing site 


began in 1070, locations in Arlington 
Heights, Palatine, Barrington and an- 
other Schaumburg site were consid- 
ered and rejected. 


State officials say the Schaumburg 


location was chosen because of its 
central location and accessibility to 
major highways. 


Schaumburg officials say road test- 


ing will be limited to hours between 9 
a.m. and 4 p.m., although the center 
will open at 8 a.m. 


Road tests will be conducted on 


streets adjacent to Woodfield Shop- 
ping Center, not in the parking lot 
adjacent to the testing center. 


Water drop 
forces cuts

in pumping 


The prlongcd drought the past sev- 


eral weeks has caused the water lev- 
els In two of Palatine's four shallow 
wells to drop significantly, forcing of- 
ficials to reduce the pumping rate. 


The situation is not critical, but if 


the water level in all four shallow 
wells drops, the village could face a 
serious problem, Robert Miller, public 
works director, said Tuesday. 


Miller said the water level in the 


village's shallow wells, which arc 
each about 200 feet deep, depends on 
rainfall. Deep wells, which are about 
1.500 feet deep, are not directly affect- 
ed by rainfall. 


THE TWO affected uclls, Well 3 lo- 


cated on Hellcn Street and Well 4 lo- 
cated on Michigan Avenue, have been 
"throttled down," Miller said. By 
throttling down, the pump is slowed 
from its maximum pumping capacity 
to a slower rate. 


Miller said the uclls can pump a 


maximum of 800 gallons of water per 
minute. However, because of the low- 
er water levels, the pumps at max- 
imum speed were beginning to pump 
air. Miller said. 


The pumps have been slowed by 


about 100 gallons of water per minute, 
he said. 


Miller said slowing down the pump- 


ing speed is normally not a significant 
problem, however, he said if the area 
docs not experience a significant rain- 
fall to replenish the wells, the village 
could be faced with a critical water 
shortage situation. 


TIIE VILLAGE HAS imposed no 


sprinkling ban because of the prob- 
lem, but a sprinkling ordinance is in 
effect. The ordinance allows even- 
numbered houses to sprinkle on even- 
numbered days and odd-numbered 
houses to sprinkle on odd-numbered 
days. 


The U S. Weather Bureau released 


figures Tuesday that showed rainfall 
in August was below normal. Normal 
rainfall for the month of August is 
3.14 inches, however only .8 inch was 
recorded last month. 


A spokesman for the bureau said 


the 30-day outlook for September calls 
for below normal rainfall to continue. 


Achoo—the sneezin9 season is almost over

If they can catch their breath, hay 


fever sufferers ahould be able to 
heave a sigh of relief sometime 
around the Labor Day weekend know- 
Ing that pollen and mold counts prob- 
ably have reached their peak. 


Hay fever has been less severe this 


summer than in some previous years 
because of I ho season's dry weather, 
nays Gary Llbman, n microbiologist 
at Abbott Laboratories, North Chi- 
cago. 


"Pollen counts have been getting 


higher, but they're still 10 to 20 per 
cent less than In a real bad year. The 
dry weather is killing the farmers but 


it's helping the hay fever sufferers," 
Llbman says. 


ABBOTT LABOKATOIUES counts 


I ho amount of ragweed pollen and the 
spores of two molds — altcrnaria and 
hormodendrum — in the air and re- 
ports the numbers as a public service, 
on a recorded telephone message (688- 
5230). 


Tuesday's counts were high enough 


to cause discomfort among people 
susceptible to hay fever, Libmnn 
says. 


At 8:30 Tuesday morning, Abott 


measured ragweed pollen-as 108 per 
cubic yard, altcrnaria as 19 per 
square centimeter and hormodendrum 


as 5 per square centimeter. 


"Hay fever suffering Is a relative 


term but* generally most people will 
start feeling very uncomfortable when 
the pollen count goes over 100 and the 
spores arc in the 80s or OOs," he says. 


RAGWEED RELIES on the late 


summer winds to carry its pollen to 
other ragweed stems so that future 
generations of the green and gold 
plant can grow. 


The plant is so drab that bees and 


other insects are not attracted to it as 
they arc to other mote colorful flow- 
ers. 


Persons sensitive to ragweed pollen 


produce hystamincs in their bodies 


which dilate blood vessels and pro- 
duce the puffy eyes and runny nose so 
well-known among hay fever victims. 


But ragweed does not bear the 


blame alone. Altcrnaria mold, which 
produces spores "shaped like little 
tennis rackets" and hormodendrum 
mold with spores "like webbed feet," 
also cause allergic reactions, Libman 
says. 


BECAUSE TIIE molds can grow on 


both living and dead plants, their 
spores continue to fill the air until the 
first frost. 


A new unknown In the old hay fever 


story is the possible effect of high lev- 
els of ozone on hay fever reaction. 


"Ozone is a very powerful oxidizing 


agent," says Libman. But no con- 
clusive tests have been made on the 
impact of ozone and other air pollu- 
tants on hay feyer allergies. 


The Chicago area has been put un- 


der several ozone alerts this summer 
by the Chicago Dcpt. of Environment- 
al Control. 


Libman says pollen and mold counts 


should start to tail off in September 
and he predicts levels will continue to 
be on the light side. 


"It's a little bit like trying to pre- 


dict the weather, but as long as it 
stays dry, we think the numbers will 
be a little less than usual." 


In a related matter, Miller said the 


village is getting cost estimates on a 
sand separator to install in the vil- 
lage's newest well, Well 9, located on 
the Countryside property on North- 
west Highway and Countryside Drive. 


The well is ready to connect to vil- 


lage mains, however it continues to 
pump small amounts of sand. The 
sand separator will enable the village 
to use the well without waiting for the 
problem to correct itself. 


New wells normally contain sand 


but officials said they have no way of 
knowing how long it will take before 
the sand is eliminated. The sand sepa- 
rator will be removed from the well 
when it is no longer needed.

A special swine flu inoculation pro- 


gram for elderly and chronically ill 
persons will be conducted in mid-Oc- 
tober by Palatine Township. 


The program is for all citizens older 


than 65 and all individuals with chron- 
ic diseases, said Marvin P. Schramm, 
swine flu coordinator for the elderly 
in Palatine Township. 


Chronic diseases include heart dis- 


ease, asthma and other lung diseases, 
chronic renal failure and chronic 
metabolic disorders such as diabetes, 
Schramm said. 


THE SPECIAL inoculation program 


will be conducted at Gray Sanborn 
School, 101 N. Oak St., Palatine, and 
at Rolling Meadows High School, :9,il 
Central Rd., Rolling Meadows. 


Specific dates have not yet been de- 


termined, Schramm said.

The vote followed more than two 


hours of discussion with Jerome 
Scliain, attorney for the comf/my, and 
representatives of The Austin Co.. DCS 
Plaincs. architects and developers of 
the site for Square D Inc. 


Preliminary plans presented by 


Robert A. Drnfcr of Tin- Austin Co. 
show the site will include one three- 
winged building, surface and under- 
ground parking, a man-made reten- 
tion lake and extensive landscaping, 
including grass, trees and shrubbery. 


Till: TWO MAIN \VINfiS of the 


building will each be two stories high 
with one wing lo house offices for cor- 
porate officers and one wing to house 
financial management offices. A con- 
necting wing in the middle of the two 
will include the main lobby, a cafe- 
teria and a basement training area. 
• The initial development plans call 
for about 100,000 square feet of office 
space with possible expansion by the 
year 2000 to about 180,000 square feel. 


Drafer said the building will staff 


about 200 employes, but can accom- 
modate 300 before 
expansion 
is 


needed. 


Entrances to the complex are to be 


located on both Roscllc and Euclid 
roads. 


The proposed retention lake to be 


located off of Roscllc Road will be 12 
feet deep and stocked with fish, Dra- 
fcr said. 


PLANS ALSO CALL for the devel- 


opment to Include construction of a 
shallow welt on the site to be used 
exclusively for sprinkling of the large 
grass area on the site. Village water 
will be used for drinking fountains 
and washrooms in the building. 


Water from the retention lake would 


be used for sprinkling, and the well 
would be used to pump water from 
the ground back into the lake, offi- 
cials said. 


Commission members expressed 


concern that construction of a private 
well on the site might advcrsly affect 
the level of water in village's shallow 
wells and voted to attach an amend- 
ment to the commission recommenda- 
tion calling for use of the well to he 
subject to the same rules which gov- 
ern use of village wells.

"If assessed valuation increases 


higher than I've estimated, the tax 
rale goes down." Jesse said.-The indi- 
vidual tax rate, however, would in- 
crease so the dollar amount levied, 
would remain the same.

tax levy will he used for operating the 
village during fiscal 1977-78 which be- 
gins May 1.

Swine flu-shot clinics set here 


Swine flu inoculation clinics in 


W h e e l i n g , Prospect Heights and 
Mount Prospect are scheduled 'for 
Oct. 30 and 31, organizers of the pro- 
grams said Tuesday. 


A joint clinic conducted by Wheeling 


and Prospect Heights will be held 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. on both days at 
the Wheeling High School gym, 900 S. 
Elmhurst Rd. 


Mount Prospect's two-day clinic at 


Randhurst Shopping Center will be 
open from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. both days. 


THE MASS inoculation program is 


being sponsored by the Cook County 
Dept. of Health in cooperation with 
the Individual municipalities. The na- 
tionwide inoculation program, origi- 
nally scheduled to begin in Septem- 
ber, was postponed pending federal 
action on liability insurance for vac- 
cine manufacturers, As a result, the 
availability of the serum was delayed. 


The clinics are two of 20 planned 


throughout Cook County's North sub- 
urbs from Oct. 27-31. Residents may 
visit any clinic to receive the vaccine. 


Health officials have said it takes 


the human body up to three weeks to 
build up antibodies to provide suf- 
ficient Immunity from swine flu. As 
a result, persons inoculated late in 
October will not be effectively immu- 
nized until the second week in Novem- 
ber. 


The free vaccination will not be giv- 


en to anyone under 18 years of age, 
said Pat Sumner, a Prospect Heights 
resident who is helping to coordinate 
the joint program with Wheeling. 


High pressure Injector guns needed 


to administer the vaccine are being 
supplied by the state and distributed 
by the county. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Health Direc- 


tor Larry M. Ells said persons sensi- 


tive to egg protein also should be ad- 
vised against taking the flu shot be- 
cause the vaccine is made, in part, 
from an egg albumen. 


About 200 lay and 40 professional 


volunteers are needed for each day of 
the clinics. Licensed physicians and 
nurses interested in helping with the 
P r o s p e c t Heights-Wheeling clinic 
should call Joan Smith at 255-2914. 
Lay persons interested in helping with 
the joint program should call Alberta 
Klock at 537-0574 in the evenings.

Achoo—the sneezin9 season is almost over 
The inside story

If they can catch their breath, hay 


fever sufferers should bo able to 
heave a sigh of relief sometime 
around the Labor Day weekend know- 
ing that pollen' and mold counts prob- 
ably have reached their peak. 


Hay fever has been less severe this 


Dimmer than In some previous years 
because of the season's dry weather, 
says Gary Libman, a microbiologist 
at Abbott Laboratories, North Chi- 
cago. 


"Pollen counts have been getting 


higher, but they're still 10 to 20 per 
cent less than in a real bad year. The 
dry weather Is killing the farmers but 


it's helping the hay fever sufferers," 
Libman says. 


ADUOTT LABORATORIES counts , 


the amount of ragweed pollen and the 
spores of two molds — alternnria and 
hormodcndrum — in the air and re- 
ports the numbers as a public service, 
on a recorded telephone message (688- 
5230). 


Tuesday's counts were high enough 


to cause discomfort among people 
susceptible to hay fever, Libman 
says.

At 8:30 Tuesday morning, Abott 


measured ragweed pollen as 103 per 
cubic yard, nlternarln as 19 per 
square centimeter and hormodendrum 


as 5 per square centimeter. 
• • 


"Hay fever suffering is a relative 


term but generally most people will 
start feeling very uncomfortable when ' 
the pollen count goes over 100 and the 
spores arc in the 80s or 90s," he says. 


RAGWEED RELIES on the late 


summer winds to carry its pollen to < 
other ragweed stems so that future 
generations of the green and gold 
plant can grow. 


The plant Is so drab that bees and 


other insects are not attracted to it as 
they arc to other more colorful-flow- 
ers. 


Persons sensitive lo ragweed pollen 


produce hystamincs in their bodies 


which dilate blood vessels and pro- 
duce the puffy eyes and runny nose so 
well-known among hay fever victims. 


But ragweed does • not bear the 


blame alone. Alternaria mold, which 
produces spores "shaped- like little 
tennis rackets" and hormodendrum 
mold with spores "like webbed feet," 
also cause allergic reactions, Libman 
says. 


BECAUSE THE molds con grow o'n 


both living and dead plants, their 
spores continue to fill the air until the 
first frost. 


A new unknown in the old hay fever 


story is the possible effect of high lev- 
els of ozone on hay fever reaction. 


"Ozone is a very powerful oxidizing 


agent," says Libman. But no con- 
clusive tests have been made on the 
impact of ozone and-other air pollu- 
tants on hay fever allergies.' 


The Cliicago area has been put un- 


der several ozone alerts this summer 
by the Chicago Dept. of Environment- 
al-Control. 


Libman says pollen and mold coun'.s 


should start to tail off in September 
and he predicts levels will continue to 
be on the light side. 


"It's a little bit like trying to pre- 


dict the weather, but as long as it 
stays dry, we think the numbers will. 
be a little less than usual."

month for tho 4,428-square-foot office, 
Howlctt said. Tho state also will pay 
for all utilities. 


Colt Landrcth of tho J. Emit Ander- 


son & Sons leasing agency said the 
state's annual cost of $8.46 per square 
foot Includes tho agency's cost of re- 
modeling tho office. 


ALTHOUGH THE remodeling con- 


tract was awarded after public bid- 
ding, Landrcth said ho did not know 
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the name of the contractor or the cost 
of the work because tho lease was 
"figured as a total package." 


Howlctt said the testing center, ex- 


pected to handle an estimated 700 ap- 
plicants each day, will employ 26 per- 
sons when It reaches full strength "in 
a few months." He said most center 
personnel will be reassigned from oth- 
er driver testing stations, explaining 
tho Schaumburg center will "take tho 
load off other places." 


Since the search for 'a testing site 


began in 1970, locations In Arlington 
Heights, Palatine, Barrlngton and an- 
other Schaumburg site were consid- 
ered and rejected. 


State officials say the Schaumburg
